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W ORLD famous artist 
Stik has announced 
an amazing 
opportunity for a 
local charity, voluntary group 
or project to secure tens of 
thousands in grant funding. 

Internationally renowned 
art auction house Christie’s 
has confirmed it will manage 
the prestigious sale of Stik’s 
Hackney Pride banner in April, 
with all the money raised 
going to a Hackney-based 
LGBT+ project. 

The one-of-a-kind piece was 
created to represent the borough 


in the London Pride parade last 
year. The Hackney resident is 
well known for his socially 
conscious murals, including 
‘Sleeping Baby’ at Homerton 
hospital. Sales of prints of the 
work have so far raised over 
£75,000 for the hospital’s 
charity, Homerton Hope. 

The Pride banner, currently 
on display in Hackney Museum, 
was manufactured by the same 
company which makes flags for 
the Queen. 

Stik said: “I was delighted to 
represent Hackney in the London 
Pride parade last year. Our 


vibrant and varied community 
is known around the world and 
I am proud to live here. The 
Pride banner represents the love 
and connectedness of LGBTQ 
people in Hackney, and its sale 
will be funding new and exciting 
possibilities for our community.” 

The project has been 
developed in collaboration with 
the Council, which is managing 
the grant application process: 
open from 16 January to 22 
February. Grant bids should be 
flexible in monetary scale - as 
the art sale is yet to take place 
- but most recently Stik’s work 


went for £35,000 at auction in 
December 2016. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, who marched 
alongside residents and staff at 
Pride 2016, added: “We were 
very lucky that Stik created such 
a powerful banner which looked 
great on the day and can now 
be auctioned to fund LGBT+ 
projects in Hackney.”

is falling all the time 




T HE Council is 

urging residents to 
pay for its services 
online or via direct 
debit, in a bid to save 
taxpayers money. 

The Cashiers Office 
payment counters at 
2 Hillman Street were 
closed at the end of last 
month. This is because 
it costs £8 each time a 
resident makes a payment 
in person, in contrast to 
35p online, and 1.7p per 
direct debit instalment. 

With a further 
£30million in Government 
cuts expected over the 
next four years, the move 
is part of Council plans 
to continue to reduce 
expenditure. 

All services including 
Council Tax, housing 
rent, business rates, 
leaseholder charges, 
housing benefit, and 
parking permits can be 


accessed online. 

However, for those 
who do not have access 
to a computer, or do 
not feel confident using 
the internet, there are a 
number of self-service 
machines in the Cashiers 
Office, which accept cash, 
debit or credit cards. 

Staff are available to 
show people how to use 
the new machines. (The 
self-service machines 
cannot take payments for 
penalty charge notices, 
parking permits and 
visitor vouchers.) 

Staff are also on hand in 
Hackney Service Centre, 
at 1 Hillman Street, to 
help people register for 
all Council services online 


and set up direct debit 
payments. 

Cllr Geoff Taylor, 
Cabinet Member for 
Finance and Customer 
Services, said: “The 
number of people using 
the payment counters is 
falling all the time as more 
residents choose other, 
easier ways to pay and 
manage the services they 
receive from the Council.”

Acorn pub listed as an asset 

THE Acorn Pub in Haggerston has been awarded Asset 
of Community Value (ACV) status, giving the historic 
building planning protection, while highlighting its 
importance as a space for the local community. 

The Queensbridge Road pub was facing the threat of 
being knocked down last November before the Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA) nominated the building for ACV 
status. The demolition of the building was subsequently 
withdrawn and it is thought the pub will reopen in 
the near future with new management at the helm. 

Other Hackney pubs that have been awarded ACV status 
by the Council include the Chesham Arms in Hackney 
Central and the Prince Edward in Homerton.

I was 
homeless, 
ally had 
25 in my 
pocket,” says Pete. 

“As a single person, I 
was on the bottom of all 
the housing lists. I lived in 
a tent for a bit, then in the 
doorway of a church. And 
then, finally, I arrived here 
last winter, the first thing 
that struck me was the 
kindness and compassion,” 
he adds. 

Pete, a former Hackney 
Winter Night Shelter guest, 
is sitting in a church hall in 
Stoke Newington. 

Outside, it is bitterly 
cold, but around him 
vats of hot tea are being 
prepared. Camp beds are 
being put up, tables are 
being laid with bread and 
butter and biscuits. Smells 
of a hot, homemade, three- 
course meal are wafting 
from the kitchen. 

It is 6.45pm and, as they 
have every winter evening - 
from November to March 
- since 1993, the doors 
of the shelter are about 
to open. 

Its Chair of Trustees, 


Andrew Hudson, explains: 
“Our mission is to provide 
a route out of homelessness 
for everyone in need in 
Hackney. It’s not just 
about keeping them off the 
streets; it’s about helping 
them move on.” 

A different borough 
church hosts the shelter 
every night of the week. 

It is open to people of all 
faiths and none. Guests 
are referred from other 
homeless services, social 
services or the Council. 

Once a place is found 
at the shelter, they are 
guaranteed a bed to sleep 
in every night, as well as 
a hot meal in the evening, 
and a cooked 
breakfast when 
they wake up. 

This evening, 
at Our Lady of 
Good Counsel, on 
Bouverie Road, 

N16, the first 
of 15 guests 
begin to 
wander in. 

Some are 
old, some 
young. 

Some 
are eager 


to talk to the volunteers 
who are ready to meet and 
greet them, others are more 
reserved, finding a peaceful 
corner to retreat to. 

One woman glances 
nervously around her, 
clutching her scarf close. 
Tonight is her first night 
in the shelter, explains 
Conor, one of its advocate 
workers. He calls over 
another guest - a young 
man - and gives him 
a fist bump before 
whispering and 
sending him over 
to talk to her. 

“They speak the 
same language,” 
explains 
Conor. 
Adding: 

Tve asked 
him to have 
a chat.” 
Across 
the tables, 
we watch 


her break into a relieved 
smile as the young man 
introduces himself. 

Conor is one of just 
four paid members of 
staff at the shelter, which 
is otherwise kept afloat 
entirely by charitable 
donations and a roster 
of 700 volunteers. Their 
duties vary enormously. 

“Some people are 
happier behind the scenes, 
cooking or fundraising, 
some love to mingle and 
talk to guests. Some people 
have time late at night, so 
stay over. Others come in 
the morning before work, 
so prepare breakfast or 
clear up,” Andrew says. 

It is once the guests 
have left at around 8am, 
however, that Conor and 
his colleague Tom’s real 
work begins. They work 
through each guest’s list 
of concerns: helping with 
their benefits claims, for 


example, and making 
calls to find permanent 
accommodation. 

The average stay last year 
was 31 days, and guests 
moved on for a range of 
reasons. Andrew explains: 
“We would never move 
anyone on while they were 
highly vulnerable.” 

In Pete’s case, a flat was 
found for him just a couple 
of weeks after he joined the 
shelter last January. 

“Because the shelter 
liaises with the Council, 
they understood and 
supported me through 
the transition,” he says. 
Adding: “Now I’m working 
and life’s good. Do you 
know what this place really 
does? It promotes humanity 
in the community. And 
we should all be grateful 
for that, whether we’re 
homeless or not.” 

In the kitchen, tomato 
and basil soup is being 
stirred, the lamb stew is 
coming out of the oven, 
and a chocolate and 
ricotta cake is going in. 

It is the first time Jo has 
volunteered as a cook. 

“Cooks tend to volunteer 
once a month, which is 


really doable, even if you’re 
working full time. It just 
feels good to do something 
tangible, when so much 
of what’s going on in the 
world feels out of your 
control,” she says. 

The hall is filling up now 
and another volunteer, 
John, is chatting and 
laughing with guests. 

He explains: “The thing 
is, as a volunteer, you get 
so much out of it yourself. 
We all spend so much time 
chasing success that we 
lose sense of what’s really 
valuable in our lives: things 
like community. Being here 
really drives that home. The 
first time I volunteered, all I 
did was wash up. But I still 
left singing.”

Designs for life at the Geffrye 


By Harriet Worsley 


W ORKING in 
museums is 
wonderful,” 
says David 
Dewing. Adding: “It’s 
like rooting through your 
grandmother’s attic, 
every box you open has 
something amazing in it.” 

Packing up his own 
boxes after 25 years 
at the helm of the 
Geffrye Museum, its 
outgoing Director is in 
a reflective mood. 

An army child, he had 
a peripatetic upbringing 
first in Germany, then in 
Belgium. He remembers: 

“I used to tinker about, 
making wood carvings 
in the garden shed. Then 
one day, when I was 
16,1 chanced upon a 
colour supplement about 
furniture design. It just 
looked so exciting and 
from that moment, I 
was hooked.” 

In the meantime, 
his parents had finally 
settled in Wiltshire, 
where the young Dewing 
became fascinated with 
disappearing rural trades. 

He says: “The last of 
the hurdle makers and 
blacksmiths. I went to 
meet them and talk about 
the way things had been 
made for centuries. They 
seemed to represent an era 
that was ending.” 

So the Geffrye Museum, 
with its unique blend of 
history and design, seems 
almost to have been 
invented for David. The 
route through which he 
found it, however, was 
neither easy or direct. 

“I was taught history 
rather badly at school. 
When I finished school, all 
my friends were going on 
to university. It was the 
sensible thing to do, but I 
couldn’t think of anything 
I wanted to study there,” 
he says. 


Instead, after some 
soul searching, he 
applied to art school 
and worked in design 
for seven years before 
realising that his real 
calling was in museums. 
There was, however, 
a major stumbling 
block: qualifications. 

“You need really specific 
qualifications for a career 
in museums, and I had 
none of them,” he laughs. 

So he went back to 
university, studying for 
a Museums Association 
Diploma, then a Masters 
Degree in London Studies 
at Birkbeck College, and 
finally getting a job as a 
curator at the Museum 
of London, before moving 
to the Geffrye Museum 
in 1991. 

He says of those early 
days: “The museum was 
in a moment of flux. It 
was a little bit sleepy, 
just ticking along. We 
had great people working 
there, but the museum 
lacked a clear sense of 
what it was about.” 

During the next 25 
years, that ‘sleepy’ 
museum was to be 
transformed into a major 
national institution. How? 
By deciding, says David, 

‘to tell the story of people 
and the lives they live, 
rather than simply the 
story of interiors’. 

“All homes are a 
reflection of who we 
are and where we come 
from,” he explains. 

Adding: “Looking inside 
a home can tell us a huge 
amount, not just about 
design, but about the real 
lives people led.” 

The museum’s displays 
were remodelled and, 
in 1996, it won a grant 
through the then recently 
launched National Lottery 
to build a new extension. 
When Prince Charles 
opened it two years later, 
visitor numbers doubled. 

David says: “That was 
an amazing moment. But

Lottery funds for 
‘Abney Unearthed’ 


A BNEY Park is set 
to benefit from 
a successful 
Council bid for 
over £21,000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Led by volunteers from 
the local community, 
the ‘Abney Unearthed’ 
project will focus on the 
200,000 people buried 
in Stoke Newington’s 
famous cemetery. 

Abney Park, known 
as one of London’s 
‘Magnificent Seven’ 
cemeteries, operated 
commercially from 1840 to 
the late 1970s. Following 
a period when the site fell 
into disrepair however, 
some of the records of those 
buried there are missing 
or illegible.

The project will work 
with volunteers to research, 
remap and learn about 
those buried at Abney Park. 

By collating all existing 
knowledge and then 
filling in the gaps, ‘Abney 
Unearthed’ will tell the 
story of the cemetery and 
how it reflects the changes 
that have taken place in 
Hackney and East London 
since it opened in 1840. 

Ultimately, this two- 
year project will create a 
digitally mapped and fully 
searchable cemetery that 


allows anyone, anywhere 
in the world, to explore 
Abney Park. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: 
“Abney Park is a much¬ 
loved green space and 
‘Abney Unearthed’ will 
engage volunteers to help 
us learn more about its 
fascinating history. 

“This project will 
uncover some of the 
thousands of stories 
surrounding those buried 


there and encourage 
more people to visit this 
hidden gem.” 

Stuart Hobley, Head 
of the Heritage Lottery 
Fund London, added: “It’s 
fantastic that we can use 
money raised by National 
Lottery players to help 
local people uncover the 
forgotten history of Abney 
Park that is quite literally, 
beneath their feet.

Car club for wheelchair users 

ONE of the first accessible car clubs in London has been 
launched by Hackney Community Transport, together with 
the Council. 

Car clubs are already popular in the borough with 260 
vehicles already in use. Now that fleet will include a new 
accessible vehicle to provide flexible, private hire for 
wheelchair users. 

Located on Sheep Lane close to London Fields, the vehicle 
is designed to accommodate one passenger in a wheelchair 
and up to three others, not including the driver. 

The vehicle is available to hire from as little as half a day - 
for appointments or short excursions - to full weeks for 
holidays or family visits. 

Drivers will require training by Hackney Community 
Transport, and must provide their driving licence as well as 
identification before being able to hire the vehicle. 

People do not need to be a wheelchair user or a member of 
Hackney CarClub to hire the accessible vehicle. 

TfL cash for greener boroughs 

TFL will provide more than £220million to London boroughs 
in 2017/18 to fund transport, town centre and public 
space improvements. 

The funding will be used across the capital for a wide range 
of projects to reduce dangers on the roads, encourage 
cycling and walking, and improve air quality. 

This year’s Local Implementation Plan sees Hackney 
receiving £2.2million in funding, including £250,000 to 
deliver pedestrian and cycle improvements to the junction, 
and possible removal of staggered crossings, at the Well 
Street/Mare Street intersection. 


Council calls on Mayor of London to expand Ultra Low Emission Zone 


HACKNEY has called 
on the Mayor of London 
to expand the Ultra Low 
Emission Zone. 

Sadiq Khan has been 
consulting on proposals 
to tackle air pollution, 
including extending 
the Ultra Low Emission 
Zone (ULEZ) from 
central London to the 
North/South Circular. 


Hackney’s response to 
the consultation supported 
bringing forward the 
introduction of an Emission 
Surcharge and ULEZ. 

However, the Council 
does not believe an inner 
London zone, using the 
North/South Circular as the 
boundary, is appropriate. 

A number of boroughs 
would be bisected and it 


could actually increase air 
pollution in areas outside of 
the boundary. 

One project which will 
help tackle poor air quality 
in Hackney is the City 
Fringe Low Emissions 
Neighbourhood, which 
will include tree planting, 
an emphasis on walking 
and cycling with improved 
pavements and cycle 


routes, and parking spaces 
for the sole use of the 
cleanest vehicles. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: 

“This will see the area 
transformed into an 
example of everything that 
London should be striving 
for. People-friendly streets, 
prioritising low emissions 
transport and clean air.”

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

•75g buckwheat flour 

•75g plain flour 

•2 medium eggs, lightly beaten 

• 250ml whole milk 

• 1 tbsp butter 

• Oil/butter/ghee for cooking. 

Method 

• Preheat the oven to 110°C 

• Sift the flours and a large pinch 
of salt into a bowl; make a well 
in the centre 

•With a wooden spoon, gradually 


beat in the egg and 100ml water to make a 
smooth batter 

•Stir in the milk. Cover and chill in the fridge, the 
longer the better (up to 3 hours) 

• Meanwhile, prepare the fillings of your choice 

• Heat a medium, non-stick frying pan over a medium 
heat. Dip a scrunched-up piece of kitchen paper into 
the oil and wipe it over the pan. Pour in a small ladleful 
of batter and swirl around 

• Cook for 1 minute until set, then turn over with a 
palette knife. Cook for 1 minute, then transfer to the 
oven and cook the rest, oiling the pan for every 
other pancake 

• Place a spoonful of filling on each galette. Fold each 
pair of opposite sides inwards, then pull back two 
edges to reveal the filling before serving.

C OUNCIL estates today, rightly 
or wrongly, get a bad rap. But 
in post-war, post-slum Britain, 
the new buildings - spacious, 
bright and modern - were viewed 
by those who first lived there as a 
veritable ‘paradise’. 


In 1948, dozens of families moved 
into Gascoyne Estate, a newly-built 
architectural showpiece made up of 
stop-in-your-tracks, art deco, red- 
bricked, balconied blocks. 

The modernist low-rises were 
situated pride-of-place on a grassy 


elevation near central Hackney, 
affording its new, awestruck residents 
stunning views of Victoria Park and 
Well Street Common. 

The design was not only top-quality 
and highly-conceptual, but also 
hugely fashionable. 


“I had a double balcony and a 
French window in the bedroom as well 
as the living room,” said Kit Crowley, 
one of the first residents in Gascoyne 
and later Harrogate houses. Adding: “I 
had some happy years on Gascoyne.”

W HEN the Council proposed a new cycle lane that 
would bisect their South Hackney community, 
Regent Estate Tenant and Resident Association 
decided to gather veiws of local people. 

The group - made up of tenants and leaseholders, who all live 
on the estate built between the 1970s and 1980s - swung into 
action: leafleting homes, holding meetings, gathering views 
from adults and children alike, and writing to senior Council 
officers, councillors and the mayor, outlining their concerns 
about a plan they feared would ‘create a physical barrier that 
would literally divide the estate in half'. 

“Everybody on the estate was against it,” explained Steve 
Webster, Chair of the TRA. Adding: “We’re not against cycling, 
but this cycle lane went through the middle of our estate, and 
we were concerned cyclists would take over the space. We’d 
invested a lot of money over the years, creating a children’s 
play area and making it nice for pedestrians, we felt this was 
in jeopardy.” 

The hard work - giving voice to more than 570 households 
- paid off and, after listening to the concerns of residents, the 
Council agreed to reroute the path around the estate. 

The TRA has been serving its large, diverse community, which 
borders Queensbridge Road in the west and Broadway Market 
to the east, for around 30 years, recently setting up a youth 
group for residents, and organising coach trips to the theatre 
and the seaside, including Brighton, Eastbourne, Southend 
and Broadstairs. 

Steve said: “The trips are very popular. We get quite a lot of 
families who would otherwise find it difficult to afford, and for 
some people, it might be their first time ever seeing the coast.” 



Regent Estate TRA held a summer lunch to bring neighbours together 
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He added: “The trips are very social, there’s a lot 
of camaraderie, and we notice a difference on the 
estate afterwards.” 

But neighbourliness, it would seem, is in no short supply 
on the estate, which boasts a broad range of cultures, 
ethnicities and backgrounds. 

“I love living on the estate. There’s a lot of very friendly 
people: neighbours care about each other, look out for each 
other, they drop in on older people to make sure they’re 
okay or help them with their shopping. It’s all informal but it 
makes a big difference to people’s lives,” he said. 

Last year, the TRA won the housing service’s TRA of the 
Year award, in large part to their successful community 
campaign, which was praised by their nominee Oliur 
Rahman, from the Council’s resident participation team, for 
‘demonstrating the power of the collective voice’. 

But they were also recognised for successfully blocking 
an illegal rave that had been organised in the community 
space on the estate, working with the Council’s housing and 
antisocial behaviour teams to prevent a nuisance that 
Steve says would have caused a lot of ‘disruption and 
distress’ for residents. 

Despite their work, the win at the Active Residents Awards 
nevertheless came as a shock to the group. 

“We were incredibly proud and happy to have won and it’s 
been really well-received on the estate, but we didn’t expect 
it, when our name was called out there was a collective chin- 
drop,” Steve said.

R ESIDENTS have just a few more weeks left to have 
their say on proposed changes to neighbourhood 
housing offices. 

Currently, the Council offers face-to-face services 
in five neighbourhood offices and Christopher Addison 
House, behind Hackney Town Hall. However, fewer and fewer 
residents are choosing to use these offices, with more people 
preferring to access services remotely. 

As a result, the Council has been investing in - and wants 
to continue to invest in and improve - its self-service, online 
and phone services to ensure it is responding to resident 
demand for a more flexible service. 

In order to do this, and to make some important savings, 
the Council wants to: 

• Reduce the number of neighbourhood housing offices 
from six to three 

• Expand these remaining offices, including creating 
an improved housing counter service at Christopher 
Addison House 


• Make more housing services available online 

• Provide self-service terminals in the proposed enlarged 
housing offices and at libraries around the borough 

• Provide estate officers with the technology and training 
to do mobile working, so they can bring housing services 

to residents. 

Cllr Clayeon McKenzie, Cabinet Member for Housing 
Services, said: “We understand this may affect some people 
with reduced mobility, or those with no access to the internet, 
so our proposals include ensuring more staff are available 
to undertake home-visits, using mobile technology such as 
smartphones and handheld computers, known as tablets.” 

The Council would like to hear residents’ views on the 
proposals to help it make this important decision. 

All Council tenants and leaseholders will have received 
a consultation document in the post, which outlines the 
options in more detail.

For many of the low-income 
families living in the Gascoyne, it 
was the first time they had luxuries:

“The room, the space, the facilities, it was 
wonderful,” said early resident John Sawyer. 
Adding: “From where we’d come from it was 
paradise. A silly thing to say but it really was. 
We thought this was Buckingham Palace.” 

Soon, the Hackney estate embodied a golden 
trinity of modern ideals: the communal, the 
familial and the multicultural.

“Everyone came together,” 
said Jason Foster, who lived in 
Harrogate House between 1974 
and 1995. 

“It didn’t matter what colour 
you were. We felt rich. It felt 
cool to be in a community 
of people from all different 
backgrounds,” he added. 

The new, diverse communities 
that moved to the Gascoyne 
didn’t have much. But it was 
an era of self-determination, 
and soon they had created 
a tenants’ association and 
opened a community centre, 
funded through contributions 
from residents themselves. 

“I was encouraged to get 
involved in the tenants’ 
association,” said Bob Stedman, 
who has lived in Bradstock 
House since 1973. Adding: 

“The kids on the estate came 
up to me: ‘Bob, can you try and 
organise a club for us? We’ve 
got nothing to do’. So we got 
the youth club going.” 

Then came the 1980s. 

By the end of the decade, 
Gascoyne had come to embody 
everything viewed wrong with 
inner city living, social housing, 
and Hackney, the pariah-

Hundreds of entry 
doors being replaced 

HUNDREDS of unsightly front doors on 
estate blocks are being replaced following 
resolution of a long-running dialogue with 
the manufacturers. 

Gerda, the company which makes the 
product, are currently fitting around 50 new 
doors a month, under the warranty agreement, 
and are on course to have completed the full 
replacement works by spring this year. 

The security of the defective batch of 
doors, originally supplied by Gerda, was 
uncompromised. However, the problem saw 
the outer laminate peel off in direct sunlight, 
leaving an unattractive finish. 

Cllr Clayeon McKenzie, Cabinet Member for 
Housing Services, said: “I’d like to apologise to 
residents affected that this replacement work 
has taken so long to resolve. However, I am 
pleased that Gerda are now carrying out the 
repairs work under the terms of the warranty, 
with all the defective doors set to be replaced 
within the first half of this year.”

borough, itself: crack dens; burnt-out cars; crime; gangs. Taxi drivers 
refused to enter the estate, and residents, behind iron-gated 
doors, barricaded themselves in. Gascoyne had become a living, 
breathing sink estate cliche. 

Justine Pearsall moved into Gascoyne House in 1995 and still 
lives there today. 

“It was a hard- 
to-let estate,” she 
explained. 

Adding: “You’d 
have rubbish bins on 
fire, burnt-out cars 
on the estate, stolen 
carsset on fire and 
overturned.” 

So what had 
gone wrong? 

In 1982 the 
estate’s ownership 
transferred from 
the Greater London 
Council to Hackney 
Council - then 
considered the worst 
local authority in 
the country. The 
Council, near-bankrupt 
and suffering deficits 
from Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s Right to Buy sales of 
social housing, simply could not 
afford to maintain the estate. 

In 1998 the Council sold it to 
Sanctuary Housing for just £1. 

Immediately, the housing 
association began a multimillion- 
pound programme of investment 
and regeneration, breathing new 
life into the beleaguered estate. 

A £4.2million project saw the 
opening of Crisp Court, which 


boasted a new community centre and social housing, 
alongside new, privately-owned apartments. 

The phoenix-like revival of Gascoyne mirrored the 
borough’s own resurgence, led by a new Council 
administration - recently named Council of the past 
20 years - that has seen public services, transport 
and education undergo an astonishing 
volte-face transformation. 

Today, Hackney is one of the most sought-after 
places to live in the country. 

“Once the regeneration happened it meant 
the residents got some involvement,” said Simon 
Lukes, who has lived in Gascoyne House since 1994. 

He added: “It bought back some community spirit 
into the estate. 

“I hope that people will realise that social 
housing, like all public services, is necessary. 

“Social housing is one of the glues that holds the 
fabric of inner-city life together.” 

All this and much more will form part of Hackney 
Museum’s new exhibition: The Golden Age of 
Social Housing? Life on the Gascoyne Estate’, 
which runs between 14 February and 3 June.

R ESIDENTS will no longer be 

able to collect parking permits 
and visitor vouchers from 
neighbourhood housing offices 
from next month. 

Instead, residents are being urged 
to use the Council’s online parking 
system, which launched last year and 
is easier and more convenient than 
paying in person. 

Users can create a Council parking 
account, and through this, manage 
all aspects of parking online from the 
comfort of their own home. Residents 
are able to: 

• Buy and renew permits 
• Buy visitor vouchers 
• Report lost, stolen or 
damaged permits 
• Cancel permits 
• View order history 
• Upload evidence, if required 
• Print a temporary permit (resident 
permits only) 

• Change vehicle details 
• Change address details. 

Residents can start using the 
permit as soon as it has been 
bought, by downloading it and 
printing it at home. 

This also puts an end to any last- 
minute panics when moving to a new 
home or changing vehicle. 

Residents with an e-mail address 
can get guidance to use the online 
service at neighbourhood offices. 
Those without online access can 
order permits and visitor vouchers in 
neighbourhood offices, however, they 


will be delivered to residents’ home 
addresses by post, which may take up 
to 10 days. 

Everyone who registers for an 
account will, until May, be entered 
into a draw to win an iPad mini. 

Councillor Feryal Demirci, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: “The old 
parking permits system was out 
of date and did not work for a lot 
people. Residents now have until 
February to switch to the online 
system. After which, permits and 
visitor vouchers will no longer be 
available to collect in neighbourhood 
housing offices.”

Do your bit to recycle more on estates 
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CLOSING waste chutes, installing more home 
recycling bins and providing free food waste 
liners are just some of the ways the Council 
is seeking to vastly improve the numbers of 
people recycling on estates. 

Currently, Council estates households recycle 
just eight per cent of their household rubbish 
compared to 36 per cent by those living 
on street properties. The Council now wants 
to significantly raise its estate recycling 
rate by 2020. 

Improvements to support the 35,000 
Council residents to do this also include 
installing more communal recycling bins and 
building new waste and recycling bin stores; 
providing free reusable bags to take recycling 
down to the bins; including recycling leaflets 


in all new-home welcome packs; and posting 
recycling information on noticeboards. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, Transport and Parks, said: 

“As much as 70 per cent of your waste can be 
recycled and the Council will reach its recycling 
target if all those living in Council properties 
and estates recycled all their plastic bottles, 
newspaper, magazine, card, glass bottles, and 
food and drink metals. 

“By recycling more we can save council 
taxpayers’ money; reduce the amount of 
money spent on waste disposal; and enable 
more money to be spent on improving the 
local area.”
